‘Evil alliance’ of terror, 
drugs ‘serve East bloc’ 


United Press International 
WASHINGTON - Senators 
charged 1 uesday that evidence 
exists of an “evil alliance” of 

* ists and narcotics traffickers 
g Soviet interests, but a State 
tment official discounted any 
communist plot to undermine 
America with drugs. 

Sen. Alfonse D’Amato, R-N.Y. 
appearing at a joint hearing on 
international terrorism of the Sen¬ 
ate Foreign Relations and Judiciary 
committees, renewed charges that 
Bulgaria s official export agency 
sells arms to drug dealers, who pass 
them on to terrorists in exchange 
for heroin. 

He said the federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration is con¬ 
vinced that such a link exists but is 
unable to turn'up-new evidence 
because of a lack of resources. 

“The administration has been 
totally inept — inept and unwilling 
j^wmit the seriousness of the 
s^Wition,” D’Amato said. 

Sen. Paula Hawkins, R-Fla., who 
testified with D’Amato, said she 
hopes the hearings will convince 
people of the existence of “narco¬ 
terrorism” — the link between 
narcotics trafficking and interna¬ 
tional terrorism. 

Sen. Paul Trible, R-Va., who 
presided over,, the hearing, said 
evidence produced so far shows that 
government-supported terrorism is 
ai med at’Westem de mocracies. 


“The sponsors of terrorist acts, in 
case after case, are clients of the 
Soviet Union or nations temporar¬ 
ily serving Soviet interests by 
fostering instability in .strategic 
regions of the world,” he said. 

Trible said that particularly in 
Colombia and the Middle East, ; 
"violent terror and drug trafficking 
are w?d in an evil alliance.” 3 

Deputy Assistant Secretary of r 
State Clyde Taylor agreed that L 
there are links between drue traf¬ 
fickers and terrorist groups, as well 
as some indications of state-spon- • 
sored narcotics trafficking.” 

But he said illegal drug traffic 
throughout the world is dominated 
by people “governed only by their 
greed.” 

“Most of these groups cannot be 1 
called terrorists, or even political 
insurgents, nor do we have evidence 
of a communist conspiracy to use j 
drugs to undermine Western de- 
mocracies, or our own society in 
particular,” Taylor said. 

David Westrate, deputy assistant 
DEA administrator, said some drug 
traffickers have adopted terrorist 
tactics in fighting anti-drug drives. 

This is most evident in Colombia, 
he said, where Minister of Justice’; 
Rodrigo Lara-Bonilla was assassi¬ 
nated on a Bogota street last year 
and where drug traffickers are 
believed to have been behind sev¬ 
eral bombings — including one just 
^outside the U.S. Embassy.

Suvorov said that because of 
their rigorous peacetime train¬ 
ing and dangerous wartime 
duties, the GRU and KGB 
compete to recruit top athletes 
into the special units. 

An editor’s note in the journal 
said if Suvorov’s claims are 
accurate, some of the potential 
assassins already have visited 
target areas in the West through 
invitations to sporting events. 

- The Times quoted a Western 
intelligence officer as saying 
that NATO's ability to cope 
with the special Soviet units
